Our  Own  Originations 

We  have  a number  of  very  choice  and  won- 
derful seedlings  of  our  own  hybradizing,  which 
we  hope  to  offer  the  lover  of  Gladioli  next  sea- 
son. For  color,  markings,  size  of  flower  and 
wonderful  keeping  qualities,  they  will  rank 
among  the  highest  standard  of  Gladioli  yet  in- 
troduced. We  regret  that  we  are  unable  to 
offer  any  this  season,  owing  to  the  limited  stock 
on  hand.  However,  they  may  be  seen  in  our 
trial  grounds  at  our  farm,  where  visitors  are  al- 
ways welcome.  Located  31/2  miles  south  of 
Battle  Creek,  on  paved  road. 


Cultural  Notes 

Bulbs  can  be  planted  at  any  time  after  the  frost  is  out  of  the 
ground,  say  from  the  middle  of  April,  in  this  latitude,  to  the  mid- 
dle of  June.  A few  varieties  will  bloom  in  seventy-five  to  eighty 
days  from  date  of  planting,  but  most  sorts  require  about  ninety 
days. 

Work  the  ground  deep — say  a foot,  and  at  the  same  time  ap- 
ply sheep  manure  or  a high-grade  potato  phosphate.  Never  use 
fresh  stable  manure,  except  where  the  ground  may  be  manured 
the  previous  fall  and  well  worked  over  in  the  spring  before 
planting. 

Bulbs  should  be  planted  right  side  up,  4 to  6 inches  deep  and 
four  to  six  inches  apart  in  the  row. 

The  location  of  the  bed  should  be  a sunny  one;  never  select  a 
northern  exposure  for  good  results.  The  bulbs,  however,  may  be 
planted  among  other  flowers  that  will  not  hinder  them  from  re- 
ceiving plenty  of  sunshine. 

If  wanted  for  cut  flowers,  the  blooms  should  be  cut  when  the 
first  or  second  flower  opens,  for  all  the  flowers  on  the  spike  will 
open  if  kept  in  fresh  water,  and  a little  of  the  stem  cut  off  each 
day.  At  least  four  leaves  should  be  left  on  plant,  to  mature  bulb. 

The  bulbs  should  be  dug  in  the  fall  as  soon  as  the  tops  ripen, 
or  are  killed  by  frost.  Cut  the  tops  off  to  within  one-half  inch  of 
the  bulb,  and  place  in  crates  or  shallow  boxes,  not  over  four  inches 
deep,  and  dry  them  in  the  sun  or  out  doors  before  storing  in  the 
cellar,  which  should  be  cool  and  dry. 

The  roots  and  old  bulbs  may  be  removed  from  the  new  bulb 
any  time  during  the  winter,  or  before  planting  in  the  spring.
